Check — ‘Letdown in 
Tire Upkeep.’ 


Motorists in St. Louis who put 
off having their automobile tires 
recapped can expect a letter from 


the Office of Price Administration 


requesting them to act before it is 
too late, 
Edward G. Hotchkiss, rationing 


executive of OPA in St. Louis,. 
announced today that 30 OPA tire 
inspectors started a city-wide curb- 
stone check of tires on parked au- 
tomobiles. When they find a ma- 
chine with tires that are obviously 
in need of recapping, the inspec- 
tors will report the license number 
to Hotchkiss, he said; and he will 
write a letter to the owner. 

“There has been a noticeable let- 
down in tire upkeep,” Hotchkiss 
said, “since compulsory tire in- 
spections were eliminated last 
April. Some motorists are delib- 
proeng neglecting their tires so 
they can qualify for new ones. 
These motorists are due for a 
shock, for new tires are not just 
around the corner,” 

A recent War Production Board 
order, he explained, limits the use 
of grade A rubber in 1945 for truck 
tire recapping only, but, hée added, 
recappers may use the grade A 
rubber they have on hand now for 
passenger car tires.

American Invasion Losses 
From D-Day to Jan. 1 
Are 332,912 — Army- 
Navy Total Since Pearl 
Harbor 663,859. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18 (AP).— 
American Army casualties of 74,- 
788 in December alone on the 
Western front have brought the 
total from D-day in June to Jan. 
1 to 332,912. 

Secretary of War Stimson, re- 
porting this today, said the total 
for that period includes 54,562 
killed, 232,672 wounded and 45,678 
missing. 

The 74,788 figure for December 
included 10,419 killed, 43,554 
wounded and 20,815 missing. Most 
of the missing in December, Stim- 
son said, are probabl¥ German 
prisoners. 

December casualties, he told his 
news conference, covered not only 


the first two weeks of the Ger- 
man counteroffensive in the Ar- 
dennes, but also the Allied offen- 
sive on the Western front during 
the early pert of December, ™ 

Stimson said that by far the 
greatest part of the 52,594 casual- 
ties which he had previously re- 
ported for the Western front from 
Dec. 15 to Jan. 7 were included in 
the total for December. 

German losses on the Western 
front during the month, Stimson 
said, are estimated at between 
110,000 and 130,000 including 50,000 
taken prisoner. 

Air Losses Not Included. 

The casualty announcement also 
was issued by Allied Supreme 
Headquarters in Paris, which em- 
phasized that the December fig- 
ures did not include losses of Air 
Force personnel, 

The losses were well above the 
casualties of the first month of 
invasion when the Americans 
stormed the Normandy beaches in 
June. Exact figures for June were 
not available but in the six weeks 
up to July 20, the date of the St. 
Lo break-through, they totaled 
60,000. 

The headquarters announcement 
said the Sixth Army Group, com- 
manded by Lt. Gen, Jacob Li De- 
vers and including the American 
Seventh and the French First 
Armies, had suffered casualties of 
72,227 from D-day in Southern 
France, Aug. 15 to Jan. 1, while 
164,457 opposing Germans were 
killed or captured. 

United States Seventh Army 
casualties totaled 40,683, of which 
6742 were killed, 30,308 wounded 
and 3633 missing. 

French First Army casualties 
totaled 31,544, of which 5667 were 
killed, 24,287 were wounded and 
1590 missing, 

The two armies reported taking 
158,301 prisoners and_ burying 
6156 German dead. 

One Division Overrun. 

Stimson said losses of the Amer- 
ican First Army’s 106th Infantry 
Division, partly overrun in the 
initial stages of the German coun- 
teroffensive, were 663, including 
416 killed, 1246 wounded .and 7001 
missing. Stimson said the division 
had made “a gallant stand” in the

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PARIS, Jan. 18 (AP). — British 
troops advanced almost three 
miles into Germany today to near 
Hongen, center of a Reich district 
jutting into the Dutch panhandle. 

The British offensive overran at 


least five more villages and was 
widened to a 2&mile curving front 
from Geilenkirchen to Roermond. 

(A German broadcast said Brit- 
ish troops had landed on Schou- 
wen Island, just north of Walche- 
ren, in Holland, at dawn yester- 
day.) 

Lt. Gen. Sir Miles C. Dempsey’s 
Second Army troops have made 
advances of more than four miles 
in three drives in their drive 
across the tip of German soil 
northeast of Sittard. 

German opposition was bitter. 
So was the weather. Fog still 
hampered air support and cur- 
tailed visibility. Thaws turned 
snow to slush. 

U. S. Attack in Luxembourg. 

In Luxembourg United States 
Third Army troops stormed across 
the Sure River near Diekirch, 15 
miles north of Luxembourg city, 
in a new assault on the base of 
the flattened Ardennes salient. 
After crossing the river before 
dawn on a seven-mile front, troops 
of the Fourth and Fifth Infantry 
Divisions advanced up to two 
miles,

Along about Christmas time, 
when the outlook was black for 
the Allies and the German break- 
through was making threatening 
gestures towards amur, Liege 
and Sedan, friendS\of “Georgie” 
Patton received a card on which 
was printed the following original 
Patton prayer: — 

“Almighty and most merciful 
Father, we humbly beseech Thee, 
of Thy great goodness, to restrain 
these . immoderate rains with 
which we have had to contend. 
Grant us fair weather for battle. 
Graciously hearken to us as sol- 
diers who call upon Thee that 
armed with Thy power, we may 
advance from victory to victory, 
crush the Oppression and wicked- 
ness of our enemies and establish 


Thy justice among men and na- 
tions. Amen.” 
It War “Hitler Weather.” 

Immoderate rains had plagued 
Patton's army throughout its Mo-, 
selle and Saar campaigns from 
September to December. And now, 
as Field Marshal Karl -Rudolf 
Gerd von Rundstedt launched his 
legions through Luxembourg and 
Belgium, they moved with the aid 
of bad weather, which was help- 
ful to them. 


The Germans are famous for 
their long range weather fofecasts. 
For two months troop concentra- 
tions had been noted in the 
Cologne-Trier sector, but the Ger- 
mans did not move until Dec. 16 
when, as captured documents 
prove, their forecasts indicated 
a long spell of bad weather. 

Chemical warfare never’ could 
have provided for the Germans 
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forward in a drive which may 
have already crossed the Ger- 
man frontier into industrial 
Silesia. 

The German radio acknowl- 
elged Soviet troops had 
reached the border, but a Mos- 
cow dispatch said it was be- 
lieved the Reds were thrust- 
ing into Silesia. Another Mos- 
cow dispatch reported Russian 
guns across the frontier in Po- 
land were shelling-German in- 
dustrial territory, preswmably 
from the area west of Czes- 
tochwa, whose capture yester- 
day put the Reds within 15 
miles of the border. 

The Berlin broadcast said: 

“The brave men of the Upper 
Silesia Volkssturm have received 


their baptism of fire during this 


hour of greatest danger as the 
enemy has reached the Reich 
border.”

It has fallen to the hard lot of 
Britain to play a leading part in 
the Mediterranean and particular- 
ly in the eastern Mediterranean. 

We have great responsibilities 
and we have made great exertions 
there. In Italy, the British or 
British-controlled, divisions under 
Field Marshal Alexander’s com- 


mand—and still more if the whole 
grea of the Mediterranean is in- 
cluded—outnumber three-fold those 
ef the United ~ sags“ 

There is battle dlong the whole 
front in Italy. Behind the front 
in the hard-stricken peninsula are 
many economic and political dif- 
ficulties. 

We have the Bonomi govern- 
ment, which has been trying to 
do its best under extraordinary 
difficulties, but which, of course, 
has not electoral authority be- 
hind it. 

But now at any time, perhaps

Consequences of Retreat 


Cannot Be Measured. 


Immediately the great populous 
districts of the north, the cities of 
Turin and Milan and other centers 
of industry and activity and a 
large population of all kinds of 
political views but containing 
great numbers of violent and 
vehement politicians in touch with 
brave men who have been fight- 
ing in maintaining a guerrilla war 
in the Alps, all these will be 
thrown—probably at a time when 
the northern regions have been 
stripped bare of food by the re- 
treating Germans— hungry upon 
the fragile structure of the Italian 
Government in Rome, with conse- 
quences which cannot be accu-

vt Sow necessary it is for Britain 
and the United States, who bear 
the chief responsibility, to main- 
tain the closest contact, the clos- 
est and most intimate contact, in 
the solution of all these new 
problems. 

Let me say, once and for all, 
we have no political combination 
in Europe and elsewhere in re- 
spect of which we need Italy as 
a partner. We need Italy no 
more than we need Spain, be- 
cause we have no business which 
requires the support of such 

wers, 

We must take care that all the 
blame of things going wrong is 
not thrown on wus. 

We have one principle about 
the liberated countries or repen- 
tant satellite countries which we 
strive for according to the best 
of our ability and resources. 
Here is the principle. I will state 
it in the broadest and most fa- 
miliar terms: Government of the 
people, by the» people, for the 
people set up on a basis of free 
universal suffrage elections with 
secrecy of the ballot and no in- 
timidation. 

That is and that has always 
been the policy of this Govern- 
ment in all countries. It is not 
only our aim, it is our interest 
and it is our only care. . ‘ 
Trust the people, make sure they 
have a fair chance to decide 
their destiny without being ter- 
rorized from either quarter or 
regimented—there is our policy 
for Italy, for Yugoslavia and for 
Greece... . 

We have no “special interest in 
the political regime which prevails 
in Yugoslavia. ... However, be- 
cause the King and the royal Yu- 
gosiavian Government took refuge 
with us at the time of the German 
invasion, we have acquired a cer- 
tain duty towards the Government 
and people on the other side of 
the Adriatic which can only be 
discharged in a correct and for- 
mal manner such as, for instance, 
would be provided by a plebiscite. 


Hopes Tito May Prove 
To Be Nation’s Savior. 


IT am the earliest outside sup- 
porter of Marshal Tito. It is more 
than a year since in this House I 
extolled his guerrilla virtues to the 
world. ... It is my earnest hope 
that he may prove to be the savior 
and unifier of his country as he 
is undoubtedly at this time its un- 
disputed master.... 

As we feared that there might 
be misunderstandings and con- 
trary policies between us and 
the Soviet Government about 
Yugoslavia, such as might easily 
arise where armies enter a coun- 
try in great disorder, the For- 
eign Secretary reached at Mos- 
cow an understanding with Mar- 
shal Stalin by which our two 
countries pursue a joint policy 
in those regions after constant 
discussion. This agreement 
raised no question of division of 
territory or spheres of interest 
after the war. 

It aimed only at avoidance, 
during these critical days, of 
friction between the great allies. 
In practice, I exchange tele- 
grams on behalf of the British 
Government personally with 
Marshal Stalin about the diffi- 


culties which arise and about 

what is the best thing to do. 

We keep President Roosevelt 
constantly informed. 

In pursuance of our joint policy, 
we encouraged the making of an 
agreement between the Tito gov- 
ernment, which, with Russian as- 
sistance, has now installed itself 
at Belgrade, and the royal govern- 
ment of Yugoslavia, which is seat- 
ed in London and recogniz by 
us, as I believe by all the powers 
of the United Nations.... 

We believe that the arrange- 
ments of the Tito-Subasic agree- 
ment are the best that can be 
made for the immediate future of 
Yugoslavia. They preserve the 
form and the theme of the mon- 
archy and the taking of a fair 
and free plebiscite as soon as con- 
ditions allow. 

King Peter II agrees in prin- 
ciple with this arrangement, but 
he makes certain reservations... 
at present under discussion. 


Will Go Ahead Without 


King Peter’s Consent. 

I do not see what else except 
this Tito-Subasic agreement could 
be done by the British Govern- 
ment and the U. 8. 8S. R. to con- 
tribute what they can to bringing 
about the widest possible measure 
of agreement among Yugoslavs 
and to ensure that these issues 
should not be the cause of friction 
among allies. 

There is a matter of days 
within which a decision must be 
reached upon these matters, and 
if we were so unfortunate as not 
to be able to obtain the consent 
of King Peter, the matter would 
have in fact to go ahead, hjs 
assent being presumed, 

The King’s point of view, as I 
understood it, was that he was 
anxious about becoming respons- 
ible, while he had no power, for 
any severities which might take 
place in his country. before a pleb- 
iscite decided whether it was to 
be monarchy or republic. Such 
scruples must be respected, but 
they cannot necessarily in these 
times -indefinitely prevent the 
march of events. 


Policy in Greece: Aid 
To Most Coherent Group. 


From the troubles of Italy and 
of Yugoslavia we come naturally 
to those of Greece. Once again 
we are guided by our simple policy 
—victory against the Germans, the. 
establishment of aid to the most 
coherent and most substantial 
government machine that can be 
found, the delivery of such food as 
we and our allies can spare and 
our combined shipping can afford, 
the maintenance of tolerable con- 
ditions of law and order, and the 
holding of plebiscites or general 
elections fairly and squarely, and 
then exit at the earliest prac- 
ticable moment... . 

The story of events in Greece 
has been so fully told in the news- 
papers that I shall not attempt 
a chronological or descriptive ac- 
count ,.. but there is no case in 
My experience, certainly not in my 
wartime experience, where a Brit- 
ish government has been so ma- 
ligned and its motives so traduced 
in our own country by important 


organs of the press or among our 
own people. That this should be 
done amid the perils of this war, 
now at its climax, has filled me 
with surprise and gorrow, It bodes 
ill for the future in which the life 
and strength of Britain, com- 
pared to other powers, will be 
tested to the full, not only in the 
war but in the aftermath. 


How can we wonder at, still less 
how can we complain, of the at- 
titude of hostile or indifferent 
newspapers in the United States 
when we have here in this coun- 
try witnessed such a melancholy 
exhibition as that provided by 
some of our most time-honored 
and responsible journals and oth- 
ers to which that epithet would 
hardly apply? 

Only the solid and purposeful 
strength of the national coalition 
government could have enabled 
us,.to pursue, unflinching and un- 
yielding, the course of policy and 
principle on which we were and 
are resolved. 


But our task, hard as it was, 
has been and still is being ren- 
dered vastly more difficult by 
a spirit of gay, reckless, un- 
bridled partisanship which has 
been let loose on the Greek ques- 
tion, and has fallen upon those 
who have to bear the burden of 
government in times like these. 
I have never been connected 
with any large enterprise or pol- 
icy about which I was more sure 
in mind and conscience of the 
rectitude of our motives, of the 
clarity of our principles, and of 
the vigor, precision and success 
of our action, than what we 
have done in Greece.

“I would warn the House that 
if we are going to tear ourselves 
asunder over all the feuds and 
passions of the Balkan countries 
which our armies have liberated, 
we shall find ourselves incapable 
of making great settlements after 
the war.” 


Without directly mentioning the 
United States policy of “non-inter- 


ference,” Churchill said he had 
been exchanging personal tele- 
grams with Stalin “about what is 
the best thing to do” and asserted 
“we keep President Roosevelt con- 
stantly informed.” 

In the face of appeals for len- 
iency for E. L. A. S. forces in 
Greece, the Prime Minister warned 
that whether “it is popular or not, 
we shall not hesitate to rescue 
these hostages (taken by the E. L. 
A. 8.) and punish their slaughter 
or maltreatment.” 


“Hard Lot” For Britain. 


He complained that it had fallen 
to Britain to play the “hard lot” 
of a leading part in the Mediter- 
ranean, and warned that “we must 
take care that all the blame of 
things going wrong is not thrown 
on us.” 

Of the Balkan agreement, he 
said that Foreign Secretary 
Anthony Eden and himself had 
reached in Moscow an understand- 
ing with Stalin by which “our two 
countries pursue a joint policy in 
these regions.” 

“This agreement,” he quickly 
added, “raised no question of di- 
visions of territory or spheres of 
interest after the war.” 

He said this agreement aimed 
only “at the avoidance during 
these critical days of friction be- 
tween the great allies” and pointed 
out that Stalin considered the 
agreement recently reached be- 
tween Ivan Subasic, premier of 
King Peter’s Yugoslav govern- 
ment in London, and Tito’s gov- 
ernment in Belgrade, as, “on the 
whole, to be wise.” 


Assails Press Criticism. 


Taking up contention between 
the British and American press, 
Churchill said never before in his 
experience had the British Gov- 
ernment been “so maligned and its 
motives so traduced in our own 
country by important organs of 
the press and among our own peo- 
ple.” 

“How can we wonder, still less 
how can be complain of the atti- 
tude of hostile or indifferent 
newspapers in the United States,” 
he asked, “when we have in this 
country witnessed such a. melan- 
choly exhibition as that provided 
by some of our time-honored and 
responsible journals and others to 


apply?” 

It was only “by the skin of our 
teeth” and the resolution of a 
handful of British soldiers that 
“Athens... and Greek freedom 
were saved,” he declared. 

The Greek Regent, Archbishop 
Damaskines, Churchill said, had 
invited “representatives of E. A. 
M.—or what ig left of E. A. M. 
and of E. L. A. S.—to come and 
meet him.” Repeating that Brit- 
air’ wanted “nothing from Greece 
but her friendship,” Churchill in- 
sisted, however, that “we cannot 
disentangle ourselves from Greece 
after what has happened... . 
until there can be a free vote or 
guarantee for a free vote under 
the most stringent and impartial 
supervision.” 

Whatever is decided—monarchy 
or republic—“will be their law as 
far as we are concerned,” he 
added. 

Revealing a split within the E. 
A. M.-E, L. A. 8., Churchill said 
that as result of clearance of 
Athens “various groups had sub- 
tra¢€ted themselves from E. A. M., 
leaving only the Communists.” 

Ever since the departure of the 
Germans from Greece, he said, 
“small but well armed Communist 
parties had been practicing a 
reign of terror all over the coun- 
try.” 

While unable to estimate. the 
number killed or arrested before 
the revolt broke out in Athens, he 
said that “when the truth can be 
told there will be terrible stories 
to tell.” 

Describing horrors in parts of 
Greece, he estimated the E. L. A. 
S. had executed between 1200 and 
1500, Every day, he quoted a Brit- 
ish officer as saying, “parties of 
15 to 20 hostages were brought in 
and murdered and their bodies 
buried in disused trenches.” 

While the principle of “no pro- 
scription” was accepted by the 
Greek Government, he said Brit- 
ain could not allow all Britons 
taken as hostages to be saved and 
leave 5000 to 10,000 Greek men, 
women and children “to be used 
as a weapon of blackmail to pro- 
cure political advantages.” 

“I give my warning to those I 
call the ‘E. L.. A. S.-ites’ in this 
country and elsewhere—the pris- 
oners are coming home and the

We brought food, clothing and 
supplies. We came with a small 
force of troops. We took up our 
positions from no military point 
of view, spreading our troops in 
a number of places on the coast 
and at small points inland where 
we hoped to be able to pour in 
the largest number of supplies as 
quickly as possible to a very hun- 
gry people. 

We were received with flowers 
and cheers and every expression 
of rapture, and we British—the 
wicked British, so denounced by 
the American correspondents 
whose names have no doubt been 
noted by the House, and so hound- 
ed by some of our own—busied 
ourselves in the distribution of 
supplies throughout the country 
to which we had access... 

Meanwhile for a period of six 
weeks or so, the Greek Govern- 
ment, representative of all parties, 
was distracted by internal division 
and street demonstrations and all 
the time the Communist-directed 
forces were drawing down from 
the north and infiltrating into the 
city of Athens, in which they had 
also a strong local organization. 

We had provided these men over 
several years with arms in consid- 
erable quantities in the hope that 
they would fight against the Ger- 
mans. They accepted the arms 
and kept them and other arms 
they had captured or bought from 
the Germans in their retreat, or 
otherwise obtained, with a plan 
to seize the power of the Greek 
state in Athens once the Germans 
cleared out and went away. 

I must speak a little about these 
Greek Communists, among whom 
Macedonian and Bulgarian ele- 
ments are also found, possibly with 
territorial ideas of their own. 


‘Awaiting Moment When 
They Could Seize Power.’ 


They are a very formidable peo- 
ple. They have a theme and pol- 
icy they pursue by merciless meth- 
ods while other people in this re- 
gion have only been trying to keep 
body and soul together. . I 
was not against the Germans they 
were trying to fight, but to a great 
extent they were simply taking our 
arms and lying low and awaiting 
the moment when they could seize 
power in the capital by force and 
make Greece a Communist state 
with a totalitarian liquidation of 
all opponents... . 

While the British were busy 
distributing the food and endeav- 
oring to keep things steady, the 
E. A. M. and Communist minis- 
ters, who were eventually in- 
creased to seven in the Papan- 
dreou~ cabinet, were playing a 
different game. Throughout, this 
has been a struggle for power. 
. , » While sitting in Mr. Papan- 
dreou’s cabinet, they were work- 
ing in the closest combination 
with the forces gathering to de- 
stroy it and him, he and his 
other colleagues, representative 
of the every-day life of Greece. 
They did their best to hamper 

the landing and distribution of 
food by provoking strikes on some 
occasions. In addition they fought 
over every officer (in the Army) 
which it was necessary for the 
state to raise. . . . Every single 
appointment was wrangled over in 
this time of crisis until the last 
minute. ... 

What I have learned with great 
pains and patience has led to the 
strengthening of my original opin- 
ions, and among them is undoubt- 
edly the conclusion that the E. L. 
A. 8. armed bands, at any rate for 
the last two years, played very lit- 
tle part against the Germans... . 
I personally am not prepared to 
pay them anything like the 
tributes which are paid to the 
heroic French Maquis or the Bel- 
gian Maquis or the men in Italy 
in the mountains who fought very 
desperate battles. It seems they 
took it very easy with their eyes

on more important local matters 
when the general war should be

Now we came to a new phase 
about which it was not possible to 
consult any of our allies and upon 
which action had to be taken im- 
mediately. On the night of Dec. 
4-5 a series of telegrams arrived 
which showed that the advancing 
E. L. A. 8S. forces were about a 
thousand yards from the center of 
the Greek Government and the 
Hotel Grande Bretagne and also 
the same distance to the British 
Embassy. ... It seemed the over- 
running of this place, or at any 
rate of the seat of government by 
this well-armed and well-directed 
mob (a member shouted “brig- 
ands” and Churchill replied “brig- 
ands, if the honorable member 
wishes”) was about to take place. 
Almost all the police stations in 
Athens and Piraeus had been oc- 
cupied or stormed by E. L. A. 8S. 
forces, some with the slaughter 
of every single inmate. 


Scobie Ordered to Take 
Any Necessary Measures. 


So little had we any designs that 
the paratroop brigade, which was 
needed in Italy, was about to 
leave. .. . Orders were given to 
Gen. Scobie to take over command 
of Athens and to restore and main- 
tain order by whatever measures 
were necessary, 

If that were wrong, I take the 
full responsibility with my col- 

leagues, who are most desirous 
of sharing it with me. 

For three or four days or more 
it was a struggle to prevent a 
hideous massacre in the center 
of Athens in which all forms of 
government would have been 
swept away and naked, trium- 
phant Trotskyism installed. I 
think Trotskyism is a better 
definition of the Greek Commu- 
nist and certain other sects than 
the normal word—it has the ad- 
vantage of being equally hated 
in Russia, 

However, by the skin of our 
teeth and thanks to the resolution 


t of the handful of British soldiers 


on the spot, the assailants were 
hurled back, and Athens and, as 
[ firmly believe, Greek freedom 
were saved, 

On Christmas day I thought it 
necessary to go to Athens with 
the Foreign Secretary, At a con- 
ference of all parties . . those 
severed by mortal and living 
hatred were seated around the 
table and found ourselves united 
upon the regency The 
Foreign Secretary and I, on our 
return, labored with the Greek 
King in order to secure his as- 
sent. We were successful. . 


We did not seek to be consulted 
about his (Regent Damaskinos) 
measures, nor did we, interfere 
with the choice of his Prime Min- 
ister, nor in the character or com- 
position of his Government. I 
am sure he would not have under- 
taken his responsibilities unless 
he had tbeen free to exercise his 
own judgment. He called upon 
Gen. Plastiras who, under his 
close guidance, formed a Govern- 
ment of the character I have de- 
scribed, liberal, socialist, left wing, 
democratic and republican, in fact 
all, as we are assured, of the 
modern versions, but undoubtedly 
violently against the Communists.

I turn from the pink and aghre 
panorama of Athens and the 
Piraeus, scintillating with delicious 
light, plumed by the classic glories 
and endless miseries and torments 
of its history.

In this, my chief contribution 
will be the recital of a number of 
facta and figures which may or 
may not be agreeable in different 
quarters. 


U. S. Taking Almost All 


Losses on Western Front. 


I have seen it suggested that 
the terrific battle which has been 
proceeding since Dec. 16 on the 
American front is an Anglo-Amer- 
ican battle. In fact, however, the 
United States troops have done 
almost all the fighting and have 
suffered almost all the losses. 

They have suffered losses al- 
most equal to those of both sides 
at the battle of Gettysburg. Only 
one single British army corps has 
been engaged on this occasion. All 
the rest of the 30 or more divi- 
sions which have been fighting 
continuously for the last month 

United States troqgps. 

The Americans have engaged 
30 or 40 men for ¢very one we 
have engaged, and have lost 60 
to 80 men to every one of ours. 
That is the point I wish to 
make, 


Care must be taken in telling 
our proud tale not to claim for 
the British armies an undue 
share of what is undoubtedly 
the greatest American battle of 
the war and will, I believe, be 
regarded as an ever-famous 
American victory. 

I have never hesitated to stand 
up for our own soldiers when 

their achievements have been 
cold-shouldered or neglected or 
overshadowed, as they sometimes 
are, but we must not forget that 
it is to American homes that the 
telegrams of personal loss and 
anxiety have been coming during 
the past month and that there has 
been a hard and severe. ordeal 
during these weeks for our brave 
and cherished ally. 


British Lost 40,000 
In Opening the Schelde. 


To say this implies no dispar- 
agement of our own exertions. We 
ourselves a month or two earlier 
lost 40,000 men in opening the 
Schelde. . 

The bulk of our Army on this 
occasion when Von Rundstedt at- 
tacked wag separated by scofes of 
miles from the impact of the new 
offensive. They could not possibly 
have been moved into battle in 
large numbers without criss-cross- 
ing all the lines of communication 
and creating utter confusion, The 


British Army stood and stands in 


its northern position between the 


enemy and Antwerp, in a strategic 
attitude capable of averting all 
possibility of a major disaster. 
Our armies are under the su- 
preme command of Gen, Eisen- 
hower and we march with 


.| discipline wherever we are told 


to go. According to the profes- 
sional advice which I have at my 
disposal, wnat was done to meet 
Von Rundstedt’s counterstroke 
was resolute, wise, and militarily 
COFTFOCt. . « « 

The gap was torn open as a gap 
can always be torn open in a line 
hundreds of miles long. Gen. 
Kisenhower at once gave the 
command north of the gap to 
Field Marshal Montgomery and to 
the south of it to Gen. Omar 
Bradley. Many other consequen- 
tial movements were made, and 
rightly made, 


Judging by the result, both these 
highly skilled commanders handled 
the very large forces at their dis- 
posal in a manner which I think 
I can say without exaggeration 
may become a model for military 
students in the future. 

Field Marshal Montgomery at 
the earliest moment, acting with 
extraordinary promptitude, con- 
centrated powerful British  re- 
serves at the decisive strategic 
points and, having been placed in 
command as he was by Gen. 
Eisenhower of American forces 
larger than those he holds in the 
Twenty-first Army Group, he fell 
unceasingly upon the enemy in the 
north and fought the battle all the 
time from that part of the as- 
sailed front. . 

The United States First Army, 
which was one of the group of 
armies under Gen. Omar Bradley, 
was severed by the inroads. 

It was reinforced with extra- 
ordinary military efficiency from 
the Metz area by Gen. Patton's 
army, who hurled themselves on 
those intruders from the autside 
of Bastogne. 

All the movements of the com- 
manders would have been futile, 
but for the bravery of the troops. 
Gen. Omar Bradley was com- 
manding American forces and s0 
was Field Marshal Montgomery. 
All these troops fought in a mag- 
nifigent fashion and Gen. Eisen- 
hower, balancing the gituation -be- 
tween his two commanders, gave 
them both the fairest opportunity 
to realize their full strength and 
qualities, 

Let no one lend themselves to 
the shouting of mischief makers 
when issues of this momentous 
consequence are being success- 
fully decided by the gword.... 

We are maintaining at the pres- 


ent time in the field and in our | 


garrisons the equivalent of up- 
wards of 100 divisions, apart from 
the vast Navy and Air Force, 
Many of these are, of course, not 
mobile, but 67 of them are at the 
front and are in constant or fre- 
quent contact with the enemy, 
fighting unceasingly on three sep- 
arate fronts in northwest Europe, 
in Italy and in Burma. 

Of. all the troops landed in 
France, the losses sustained in the 
fighting by the British Empire 
and United States troops have 
been very level in proportion to 


the numbers engaged. Of course 
there are over twice as many 
American troops on the Western 
Front as there are troops of the 
British Commonwealth. ... If 
you take killed only, British and 
Canadians have lost a larger pro- 
portion than the United States. 
heavy though the United States 
losses are. 

We have taken measures which 
I announced some weeks ago to 
keep our armies up to the full 
strength, whatever the losses may 
be, and also to reinforce our 
divisions—I wish they were more 
numerous — by supplementary 
units. ... In the United States 
also extraordinary measures have 
been taken. Let the Germans dis- 
miss from their minds any idea 
that losses or setbacks of the kind 
we have witnessed will turn us 
from OUP. purpose. 

We shall go on to the end, 
however the storm may be, and 
for myself I do not hesitate 
today to give my own opinion, 
not dissenting from the experts 
with whom I am living in con- 
stant contact, that the decisive 
breaking of this German offen- 
sive in the west is more likely 
to shorten this war than to 
lengthen it... . 

The whole eastern and western

where 27 German divisions are 
still held by no more than their 
number, will now be kept hence- 
forth at constant flame until the 
final climax is reached... 


Fearful Warning to Japs 


of Their Impending Ruin. 

The Philippines and the Ar- 
dennes—two vast military episodes 
—have been proceeding simulta- 
neously... . . Gen. MacArthur’s re- 
covery of the Philippines, which is 
in full progress many months be- 
fore it was expected, is a fearful 
warning to the Japanese of their 
impending defeat and ruin... . 

The principle of unconditional 
surrender was proclaimed by the 
President of the United States 
at Casablanca and I endorsed it 
there and. then on behalf of this 
country, 

I am sure it was right at the 
time it was used, when many 
things hung in the balance 
against us, and ... I am clear 
that nothing should induce us to 
abandon the principle of uncon- 
ditional surrender and enter into 
any form’ of negotiation with 
Germany or Japan, in whatever 
guise such suggestions may pre- 
sent themselves, until the act of 
unconditional surrender has been 
formally executed. 

But the President of the United 
States, and I, in your name, have 
repeatedly declared that the en- 
forcement of unconditional sur- 
render upon the enemy in no way 
relieves the victorious powers of 
all their obligations to humanity 
or of their duties ag civilized and 
Christian nations: 


Several countries have already 
surrendered unconditionally to the 
victorious Allies... . Already there 
is a tolerable life appointed for 
their peoples. Take Finland, take 
Italy. Their peoples are not being 
massacred or enslaved. On the 
contrary, so far as Italy is con- 
cerned, there are moments when 
one has almost wondered whether 
it was they who had uncondition- 
ally surrendered to us or we who 
unconditionally surrendered to 
them. 

The expression “power politics” 
has lately been used in criticism 
against us (Britain) in some 
quarters. I had anxiously asked 
the question, “What are power 
politics?” ... I am, therefore, 
greatly indebted to my friend, the 
illustrious President of the Unit- 
ed States... for his definition of 
power politics. .., The President 
declared in his recent message to 
Congress that “power politics” 
were a misuse of power. 


T am sure I can say behalf 
of all parties in the House that 
we are absolutely in agreement 
with the President. 


We seek no territory. We 
covet no oilfields. We demand 
no bases for the forces of the 
air or the sea. We are an an- 
cient commonwealth dwelling 
and wishing to dwell at peace 
within our own habitations. We 
do not set ourselves up in ri- 
valry of bigness or might with 
any other community in_ the 
world. We stand on our own 
rights. We are prepared to de- 
fend them, But we do not tin-

Monthly Retainer. 

Through the years the law firm 
received a retainer monthly, start- 
ing at $200 a month and eventually 
reaching $400, and certain minor 
legal services were rendered, the 
opinion related, but the firm’s 
books did not show all the serv- 
ices rendered or the fees collected.

KILLERS OF LORD MOYNE GIVEN 
DEATH BY FIVE-JUDGE JURY 


CAIRO, Jan. 18 (AP).—Eliahou 
Bet Souri and Eliahou Hakim, 
confessed assassins of Lord Moyne, 
British resident minister in the 
Middle East, were sentenced to 
death today by a five-judge jury. 

The defendants, both young 
PalestinianJews, also were charged 
with the murder of the diplomat’s 
chauffeur, Lance Corporal Fuller, 
who was shot down when the two 
assassins fired on Lord Moyne in 
a Cairo street last Nov. 6. 

The youths testified they had 
planned the assassination of Lord 
Moyne for political reasons be- 
cause he symbolized the policy of 
the British Government in Pales- 
tine, a policy they believed unjust, 
Defense counsel announced it 
would appeal. 


5U,S.DESERTERS 
SENTENGED TO DIE 
N PARIS TRIAL 


Convicted of Selling 
Stolen Army Fuel to 
Black Market — Life 
Terms for Two Yanks. 


PARIS, Jan. 18 (AP).—Death 
sentences have been imposed on 
five American soldiers following 
their conviction on charges of de- 


sertion and selling stolen Army 
gasoline to the Paris black mar- 
ket, the Army newspaper Stars 
and Stripes said today. 

Two other soldiers were sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment, «a 
third was given 10 years and four 
were acquitted, the paper said. It 
declared the sentences were dis- 
closed by the Seine base section 
Judge Advocate General. 

The soldiers were said to have 
obtained gasoline from Quarter- 
master depots with forged tickets 
or requisitions and sold it in five- 
gallons cans at the rate of $10 to 
$20. Two men were said to have 
made nearly $16,000 in this fashion 
over a period of six weeks. 

The men's names are being with- 
held because the sentences are not 
final and the cases are subject to 
review, Col, Clarence Brand ofthe 
Judge Advocate's ataff for the 
Seine section, told the Stars and 
Stripes, 

According to the trial judges, 
the soldiers, some of them from 
combat outfits, deserted in Paris, 
where tifey bought or stole or bar- 
tered civilian clothes from French- 
men and then lived as civilians in 
private homes or hotels, often with 
women, 

When they needed money, they 
would don their un'forms, steal an 
Army truck and drive to a Quar- 
termaster depot, | where, wi 
forged trip tickets or requisitions, 
they would draw as many as 1300 
gallons of gasoline. 

The Army court-martial an- 
nounced that three soldiers had 
been sentenced this morning to 40 
years at hard‘ labor and one to 30 
years on convictions of conspiracy 
to steal sArmy cigarettes and ra- 
tions and dispose of the goods in 
the black market. 

These sentences increased to 22 
the number of men of the 716th 
Railway Operating who have been 
convicted. Two courts-martial 
will begin operating tomorrow to 
speed up the handling of the trials 
of 150 more enlisted men and two 
officers accused of like offenses.

lied forecasters, who were equally 


better part of a week we enjoyed 
bright skies and nearly perfect 
flying weather. Allied planes 
knocked out hundreds of tanks 
and thousands of troops in the 
Bastogne salient and harried the 
enemy as he vainly tried to bring 
up reinforcements, 

The good weather lasted long 
enough to convert the German 
counteroffensive into a_ retreat. 
When inevitably the skies dark- 
ened once more, the rains did not 
come again-—not as rains. In- 
stead, we had abundant snows 
which for modern tank warfare 
are more suitable than rains. 
With the rains and mud, our 
tanks were little able to maneuver 
in the fields &nd were somewhat 
roadbound. But when the earth 
froze and was covered with snow, 
the tanks took to the fields as be- 
fore. In August, during the drive 
across France, Patton’s tanks had 
thrown up clouds of dust; now 
their broad treads and duckbills 
were churning up the snow flakes 
in a beautiful pattern of victory. 

Anyway, Patton prayed for fair 
weather for battle. He got it.

Nazi Strategy in Poland.

| Founded in the ninth century, 
Warsaw at the start of the war, 
‘Sept. 1, 1939, had a population of 
1.178.000 and was one of the 10 
‘larwest cities on the European 
/matiniand., 

| In 1550 it first became the capi- 
tal of the then-powerful Polish 
‘kingdom. King Charles Gustave 
(‘of Sweden captured it in 1665 and 
‘held it for a year, when the Poles 
recaptyred it. The city was se- 
verely damaged when King 
Charles XII of Sweden took it in 
1702, but it became free again 
when peace was declared the fol- 
‘lowing year. 

The Russians took possession of 
‘it in 1764. Then in 1773 came the 
first partitioning of Poland, and 
\it went to Russia. The Russians 
j}took it again in 1794 after a 
bloody assault. The next year there 
was another partitioning of 
Poland, and Warsaw went back 
to Russia. 

Troops of Napoleon occupied it 
in 1806. The Austrians seized it 
in 1809, but gave it up after a few 
months and it once more became 
independent. The Russians cap- 
tured it in 1813, and in 1830 there 
was a bloody insurrection. After 
‘much bloodshed the Russians re- 
captured it the next year and held 
it through numerous bloody up- 
risings until 1915, when the Ger- 
/mans captured it during the First 
|World War. 

Four separate offensives were 
undertaken by Germany in 1915 
to reduce Russia's Polish salient, 
Of which Warsaw was the center 
—from the north, west and south 

before the Kaiser's troops final- 
ly marched in on Aug. 6, 1915. 

When the German armies began 
to disintegrate in 1918, the Poles 
set up their own government, and 
for the third time in five centuries 
Warsaw became the capital of an 
independent Poland. 


Center of Resistance. 

For nearly 21 years then, until 
Hitler’s hordes began to overrun 
Furope, Warsaw was the capital 
of the Polish republic which arose 
from the ashes of the world war. 

Its fall did not end the popula- 
tion's resistance to the Nazis. 

In apite of the German terror, 
Warsaw was the center of the 
Polish resistance movement. Sec- 
ret newspapers and radio stations 
directed the populance in stern, 
Silent resistance to the Germans. 

In futile efforts to intimidate 
the people, the Gestapo rounded 
up hostages and executed them 
in the streets, but German soldiers 
and Gestapo agents continued to 
be killed, factories were sabotaged 
and German communications 
hampered as the Poles fought 
back and waited for the day of

A Suggestion to Radio 


The time has come to urge the big radio net- 
works to change some of their practices regard- 
ing newscasting. In particular, NBC, Columbia, 


Mutual and the Blue Network (1) should quit in-- 


terrupting news broadcasts with commercial 
plugs and (2) should quit permitting these broad- 
casts to be sponsored by objectionable adver- 
tisers. 

News broadcasts nowadays often reach sub- 
lime heights as they tell of the liberation of a 
Warsaw, of a battle of Bastogne, or they may 
bring sadness. into American homes as cas- 
ualty figures are released. The public should 
not be compelled to listen to commercial plugs 
in the midst of news like this, or be nauseated 
by the appeals of patent medicine or cosmetic 
advertising, while hearing dispatches of heroic 
proportions. 

Some months ago, in announcing that his radio 
station had banned middle coffmercials, Leo J, 
Fitzpatrick of Station WJR, Detroit, pointed out 
that the war has brought a new importance to 
newscasts. “‘We must remember,” he said, “that 
practically all listeners have relatives or close 
friends in the armed services and that their in- 
terest in newscasts is quite personal, quite emo- 
tional and sometimes becomes terribly tragic as 
they hear the names and stories of loved ones 
in the news.” 

Since “the public today listens to radio news 
with reverence and solemnity,” Mr. Fitzpatrick 
urged that radio.respond in kind and clean up 
what has become ‘one of the most important 
show windows of radio.” He concluded with the 
remark that “‘a general step by the entire radio 
industry adding more dignity to news programs 
certainly would be to the advantage of all con- 
cerned.” 

The Post-Dispatch radio station, KSD, last 
year took these two steps of its own volition, be- 
cause of its belief that news broadcasts should 
have greater dignity, especially during a war 
when radio must deal constantly with heroism 
and tragedy. KSD believes that the people are 


‘entitled to hear news without commercial inter- 


ruptions, and that the broadcasting of news 
should not be sponsored by advertisers who deal 
in palliatives for bodily aches and pafns, stomach 
acidity and gas, body odors, enlarged pores, bad 
breath and a thousand and one equally revolt- 
ing subjects. 3 

KSD’s decision to bar objectionable advertis- 
ers from its radio news programs is in keeping 
with a long-established advertising policy of the 
Post-Dispatch. While this newspaper has always 
had a representative advertising, censorship, it 
adopted regulations in 1929 that went a good 
deal farther than any previously adopted by 
newspapers. 

Basically, these aimed at the /elimination of 
the false, fraudulent, unworthy and disgusting in 
advertising of medical, financial and other clas- 
sifications. It also included advertising claims 
on the borderline—claims not readily justified 
by facts or general experience. The regulations 
set up standards of good taste to which all ad- 
vertisers must submit. . 

Just as KSD is now turning away revenue be- 
cause of its standards of radio newscasting, the 
Post-Dispatch has rejected many advertisements 
because the copy submitted was objectionable— 
repulsive, suggestive or offensive in text or in 
illustration. Others have been rejected on the 
ground that the product and the advertising were 
not suitable for open discussion and, therefore, 
unfit to be printed in a newspaper which is read 
in the home. 

The broadcasting of news by radio has become 
so vital a public service and has so brilliant a 
future that it should not be marred by cheap 
commercialism or by a grasping attitude on the 
part of radio station owners. There is all the 
difference in the world between pure entertain- 
ment and news broadcasting. What may be 
tolerated or condoned in connection with an en- 
tertainment broadcast becomes highly -objection- 
able in connection with a news broadcast. 

What do NBC, Columbia, Mutual and Blue 
Network, which should take leadership in all 
matters pertaining to radio prestige, say to the 
proposal that middle commercials be barred and 
that a rigid censorship be imposed to rid news- 
casts of improper sponsorship?

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Lahey Keeps Slugging 

Representative Raymond J. Lahey is not an 
individual who submits to being squelched, 
snubbed, intimidated, high-pressured or slapped 
around, All this treatment has been attempted 
by his opponents in Lahey’s no-quarter battle 
with the small-loan dragon, but the rugged Rep- 
resentative keeps boring in, slugging away and 
finding new angles for his attacks. 

Lahey lost the first round in the renewal of his 
fight in the new Legislature. He introduced a 
resolution calling for an investigation of the 
powerful small-loan lobby and it was voted 
down almost instanter, by a voice vote. The 
House Rules Committee then rigged up a new 
rule, for the special purpose of keeping Lahey 
and his embarrassing resolution under control. 
By this rule, all resolutions automatically go 
to the Committee on Resolutions and Miscellane- 
ous Business, a “graveyard” committee. 

Lahey didn't weaken. He has come right back 
for another round by introducing a bill, not a 
resolution, calling for the investigation. A bill 
has to be printed; a pending resolution doesn’t. 
A bill has to ‘be reported out within 20. days 
unless the House votes an extension of time. 
A bill's sponsor can demand a report on his bill, 
and can force a record vote on reporting it each 
time he makes the demand.

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Nobody’s Kidding the Country 


The top civil and military authorities of the 
United States yesterday spoke out, concisely 
and convincingly, for passage of a national serv- 
ice law. Their statements ought to clinch the 
case for it. 

What the President said is certainly undéni- 
able: “It is vital that total offense should not 
slacken because of any less than total utilization 
of our man power on the home front.” 

Gen. Marshall and Adm. King spoke largely 
in facts and figures, likewise undeniable. They 
spoke in terms of heavy personnel losses, the 
need for replacements, the requirements for re- 
pairs and new production of weapons and sup- 
plies. ‘‘We feel,” they tell the President, ‘‘that 
the United States should make every conceivable 
effort to enable the armed forces to carry out 
your instructions’—and those instructions are 
for the earliest possible victory over our enemies. 

Alongside these dignified presentations, the 
statements of the measure’s opponents. sound 
petty and contentious, whether made by labor 
spokesmen or those of the National Association 
of Manufacturers. ‘‘Nobody’s kidding us,” said 
Lewis G. Hines, AFL lobbyist. 

The plain fact of the matter is, as John 
Maurice Clark has put it in a recent report to 
the Committee on Economic Development, that 
the United States is “the only major belligerent 
in which ‘the civilian population has not been 
placed under formal and positive obligation to 
render essential service at the call of the author- 
ities.” As a result, we have had to mobilize 
labor for war production by a variety of per- 
suasions and indirect controls. These have been 
an unsatisfactory substitute for the British pro- 
gram, under the Ministry of Labor and National 
Service. The Ministry possesses, of course, the 
right to say where a particular man or woman 
shall work, and on what sort of job. 

Lobbyist Hines proposed, instead of a national 
service law, the elimination of the Little Steel 
formula, contending that “low wages” constitute 
the chief man-power problem, which can only 
be solved by raising them. This sounds like an 
unjustified derogation of the motives of the 
working men and women of America. Certainly 
patriotism isn't on an exclusive dollars-and- 
cents basis with them. They want, and are en- 
titled to, a living and a saving wage, but to infer 
that money is their only motive for war produc- 
tion is a libel that should not be repeated. 

NAM’s statement? while approving the work- 
or-fight principle, insists that no new legislation 
is needed, because the matter can be handled 
locally, and “an aggressive public relations pol- 
icy’’ would probably bring about the needed 
changes. 

These objections and alternatives only em- 
phasize the need for a broad, strong national 
policy, which will get to the heart of the problem 
and not content itself with finding reasons why 
it can't be done. Both AFL and NAM are 
kidding themselves if they think that the country 
will be impressed with their objections.

No Power to Compel 


On one hand you can have a dozen. Fed- 
eral agencies, each one working under dif- 
ferent laws, responsible to different sources 
for decisions; or on the other hand, as in 
the Tennessee Valley, you can have one 
agency with a single unified responsibility, 
to be judged by the total result, and as is 
true of TVA, able to decide things in the 
region. 

In either case the programs and agencies 
are Federal, and the functions of the states 
are quite unaffected by the kind of Federal 
agency acting for the Federal Government.

What have they discovered? They have 
discovered that the TVA has no powers to 
compel anyone to do anything—state or 
local governments, or individuals, (To this 
there is one minor exception, the power 
to condemn land needed in the building of 
a dam or reservoir, a power exercised, as 
you. know, even by privately owned utili- 
ties.) ' 


How TVA Decentralizes 


They heard that the creation of an Au- 
thority would- dry up local initiative’ and 
frustrate local government, that the Fed- 
eral Government would do the job alone. 

That was the fear expressed, But the 
people found out that the TVA adopted a 
deliberate policy designed to strengthen 
local institutions. Thew learned that TVA 
decentralized from Washington made it 
possible to have such a policy and to make 
it work, 

More than a hundred contracts between 
TVA and state and local units of govern- 
ment reflect our firm policy to engage the 
co-operation of existing agencies in our 
common purpose, 

The people found, for example, that the 
power system created by the dams which 
TVA has built is a people’s system, a part- 
nership of local and Federal agencies. 
TVA sells power at wholesale, That power 
is distributed at retail through 1129 mu- 


nicipal systems and farm co-operatives, 
every one owned and managed by the 
people of the localities themselves, not by 
TVA. 

There {is no question but that local and 
state governments are stronger and the 
people in the Tennessee Valley are par- 
ticipating more actively in local govern- 
ment today than they did 10 years ago. 
We challenge any contest of this assertion. 


Congress Can REpeal 


The people in the Tennessee Valley heard, 
as you will hear, that the TVA would be 
irresponsible, that it would go its way 
without the congressional controls applied 
to old-line Government departments. The 
fact is, however, that it is Congress that 
wrote into law TVA’s objectives; it is Co 
gress that indicated the methods availabtt 
to the TVA. Congress can repeal TVA or 
amend its law tomorrow if it chooses. 

Annually the TVA appears before com- 
mittees of the Congress and is subjected 
to searching examination. We present de- 
tailed reports. TVA’s financial accounts 
are continuously audited by the Comptrol- 
ler General of the United States. 

We live in a goldfish bow! tn TVA, just 
as every public agency should be obliged 
to do. And because the men who run the 
TVA live in the Tennessee Valley, they are 
close to the final accountability in a de- 
mocracy: daily accountability to the people 
among whom they live and whom they 
serve, 

They were told, the people in the Tennes- 
see Valley, that TVA would be inevitably 
rife with politics, that its engineers and 
technical men would be chosen for po- 
litical reasons, Congress provided by law 
that there should be no politics in TVA, 
We have observed that provision. 

There has been no politics in TVA. No 
one will dispute that assertion. It is 
largely because TVA has kept politics out, 
and stayed out of politics, that it enjoys 
a considerable measure of public approval 
today, without regard to party, 
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WHEN JUDGES GROW ARROGANT 
From the Chicago Sun. 

The Miami Herald and its associate edi- 
tor, who were convicted of contempt of 
court by two Florida Judges for an edito- 
rial criticising the Judges’ handling of 
criminal cases, have quite properly an- 
nounced their intention of appealing the 
conviction as a “direct assault on the free- 
dom of the press.” 

Newspapers do not have the right to ob- 
struct the administration of justice by prej- 
udicial comment during a trial. But when 
actions have been completed, a Judge is no 
more immune to criticism than any other 
official. If he feels abused by criticism, 
he has his remedy in a libel suit. He has 
no right, in ethics or under the Constitu- 
tion, to use his great powers in summary 
contempt proceedings, wherein he himself 
files the citation and then sits in judgment 
over his own case. 

If Judges could get away with such ar- 
rogant and tyrannical actions, no one would 
dare criticise a court for fear of finding 
himself summarily jailed, and the courts 
would be, to that degree, the people's 
masters. 


For Cities as Well as Nations 


“The Coming Air Age,"’ by Reginald 
and Lesile E. Neville, (Metiraw-Hill Book (Co.

An age in which transportation bv air 
becomes a predominant. global 
inevitable, say the writers of this book. but 
how soon it will come and how orderly its 
development will be depends on how much 
statesmanship and understanding of avia- 
tion go into postwar documents of national] 
and international policy. 

Aviation has done more than anything, 
since Columbus sailed west, to advance uni- 
versal knowledge of global geography. It 
has made Mercator (cylindrical) projection 
of the earth's surface onto flat maps obso- 
lete, and developed the axiom that the 
shortest distance between two points is not 
a straight line, but the shortest are fol- 
lowing the earth’s surface from Here ta 
There. The shortest distance from Wash- 
ington, D. C., to Chungking, China, is di- 
rectly across the North Pole. 

To Kipling, East was East and West was 
West, but to the air-minded, either one is 
more likely to be North or South. 


These major factors that may delay or 
frustrate full development of peacetime 
aviation are presented: 

1, Inadequate agreements between na- 
tions regarding air-lane rights and landing 
rights; failure to integrate the services of 
the operational forces of the various na- 
tions. 

2. Failure of the United States Govern- 
ment to realize what has happened in plane 
production companies through expansion of 
production for war purposes far beyond 
capitalization. Most companies have cap- 
ital adequate to finance current payrolls 
only two weeks beyond termination of Gov- 
ernment contracts. Thus, whole companies, 
and whole communities centered about 
plane plants, face possible financial ruin 
and disintegration if production is stopped 
without orderly reconversion to peacetime 
pursuits, whether in the aviatign or other 
production fields, 

3. Uncontrolled production and use of air- 
craft to the point that fuel supplies are 
squandered within a few years. Before the 
war, there were not enough high-octane 
cracking plants in existence to meet the 
needs of military craft now flying, and the 
extent of oll reserves underground is open 
to queation. 

4. Failure to plan and build adequate air- 
ports and air traffic controls. St. Louis is 
twentieth in a list of 21 major United 
States cities slated for automatic ATC sys- 
tems, and installation is not planned here 
before 1952.

Green Bean Soup. 

One No. 2 can (or one pint 
home canned) green beans, one 
10%-ounce can consomme, one 
sliced medium onion, one-fourth 
cup crackers, broken; one-fourth 
teaspoon summer savory, one cup 

water, 

Do not drain green beans; 
empty entire contents of cans of 
both green beans and consomme 
into saucepan, Add onion and 
simmer gently for 15 minutes, 
Add crackers and summer savory 
and continue to cook slowly, cov- 
ered, for 10 minutes. Force 
through food mill or fine sieve; 
add water and reheat to serve. 
Garnish with croutons. Serves 
four. 

BREAKFAST — Sliced oranges, 
poached egg on whole wheat 
toast, and pan-fried bacon. 

LUNCHEON—Green bean soup, 
liverwurst sandwiches on rye 
bread, sweet pickles, chocolate 
cake (left-over). 

DINNER—Spareribs and sauer 
kraut, boiled potatoes, cream 
style corn with pimiento, cabbage 
and green pepper salad, rye bread, 
baked mincemeat apples. 

Baked Mincemeat Apples. 

You can bake apples with no 
sugar at all, and still have them 
satisfyingly sweet and flavorful. 
The secret is mincemeat. Pack- 
aged mincemeat is good and 
sweet, inexpensive and full of 
spicy flavor. A tablespoon of it 
in the. core of each apple makes 
a real treat. You can use the 
rest to flavor other desserts, such 
as baked or soft custard, bread 
pudding, rice pudding and corn- 
starch pudding. Wash and core 
four baking apples. Put one 
tablespoon mincemeat in the cen- 
ter of each apple. Bring two- 
thirds cup water and two-thirds 
cup syrup to a boil and simmer 
apples in hot syrup about five min- 
utes, spooning hot syrup over ap- 
ples frequently. Put apples and 
syrup in baking dish and bake in 
a moderate oven (350 degrees) for 
about 35 minutes or until tender. 
Remove and serve hot or cold 
with syrup. Four servings. 

For a new mint treat with lamb, 
pare and core six small apples. 
Prepare a syrup using one cup 
water, one cup sugar; tint green 
and flavor with about three drops 
of peppermint oil. Poach apples 
in syrup until transparent, but not 
soft, Chill before serving.

W INTER vegetables needn't be 


Four large white tender turnips, 
one package frosted peas, one 
small white onion, two tablespoons 
fortified margarine, one-eighth 
teaspoon thyme or oregano, dash 
cayenne, if desired, salteto taste.

Deligate Rutabaga. 

One pound rutabaga, three or 
four medium-sized potatoes, two 
tablespoons fortified margarine, 
onéerhalf teaspoon salt, hot milk.

CAME on from Washington 
| yesterday afternoon and spent a 

quiet evening at the apartment, 
because today will be a busy day. 

My most important engagement 
is to speak at the Federation of 
Jewsh Women’s Organizations, 
Inc., at the Hotel Astor. During 
the morning Mrs, Isaac Gilman, of 
the Red Cross home nursing sec- 
tion, will speak, and I hope she 
will be able to persuade many peo- 
ple to take the home nursing 
course—particularly, many young 
people. 

When I was young I was fortu- 
nate enough to have a very won- 
derful nurse from St. Luke’s Hos- 
pital, Miss Blanche Spring. She 
took me in hand when my first 
baby was born, and came back 
many times when we had serious 
illness in the family. Gradually 
she taught me how to do most of 
the things that are necessary 
when you have a large family of 
children, who are apt to have most 
of the children’s diseases and most 


of the accidents that fall to the. 


lot of the active youngster. I 


learned what it is to be medically 
and surgically clean; how to make 
a bed and bathe a child in it; and 
to recognize certain symptoms 
and not to be frightened just be- 
cause I didn’t know what they 
meant. 

At the present time, when hos- 
pitals are overcrowded and nurses 
are hard to get, this home nursing 
course gives us the answers to 
many problems, and makes it pos- 
sible to do more for our own fami- 
lies than we might otherwise be 
able to do. 

Miss Mildred McDonald, of the 
Children’s Service Committee of 
Wisconsin, sent me a pamphlet 
written in 1900 by a pioneer in 
child welfare work. If you hap- 
pen to feel weary, just read the 
following excerpt: 

“The economy of time is a great 
study in this work. The district 
superintendent must be always 
saving time and money by mak- 
ing one journey accomplish sev- 
eral things. For instance: The 
writer this week, by previous ar- 
rangement, left home at 3:30 p. m. 
with a boy of 2 years. At a sta- 
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tion 15 miles away, having 30 
minutes to wait, visited and took 
papers of guardianship for a little 
girl of four years two blocks from 
the depot. At a station 40 miles 
away, during the wait for supper, 
visited a child previously placed in 
the family of the depot agent. At 
60 miles, met a minister of the 
town at the station and fixed a 
date for the presentation of the 
society’s work in that town. 

“At 85 miles, placed the 2-year- 
old boy in the arms of a foster 
mother, who had driven in from 
the country and was waiting to 
receive him. At 145 miles, reached 
the limit of the district and met a 
boy of 8, sent in on a midnight 
train; caught the return train at 
1 a. m, and was home at 7 a, m. 
Meantime had written and -mailed 
a letter to a family saying that the 
8-year-old boy would be sent them 
the next day, and prepared a page 
of notes for the home finder while 
on the train. Few people put more 
work, less sleep and greater vari- 
ety of human talents into use in 
17 hours ef time. It requires care- 
ful study to do it.”

THE YOUNGEST HUMAN em- 
bryo ever studied was obtained by 
a Boston surgeon, Dr. John Rock, 
in 1942.

He 
can get an egg from under her

One of the vivid passages of 
Dr. Corner’s book is his description 
of the placenta and the interchange 
of chemica! and nutritional='ele- 
ments between mother and devel- 
oping child. . The placenta is part 
of the child attached to the moth- 
er’s uterus into which it sends 
little fingers called villi consisting 
of an ingoing and outgoing blood 
vessel. 

Dr. Corner illustrates the prop- 
erties of these villi by taking a 
sausage casing and filling it with 
some indelible ink and then hang- 
ing it in a beaker of water, None 
of the ink- ever left the sausage 
casing, but if he added salt solu- 
tion, it immediately got out into 
the surrounding water. The villi 
are selective in what they let pass 
in the same way.

In Affection

OST babies put their thumbs 
in their mouths and, suck. 
It is a natural gesture and 
nothing to worry about. Babies 
mouths were meant for sucking 
and they ought to be used for 
that purpose as long as the need 
lasts. When that need disappears, 
and it does gradually during the 
first two years, the thumb suck- 
ing ought to fade out with it. 
Usually it does, some times we 
have to take a few pains to wean 
the child from his thumb as we 
do to wean him from the bottle 
or breast, 


To begin with, show no anxiety. 
Better yet; feel none. Know that 
this is a habit that nature set for 
the child’s needs and although he 
seems to be hokiing on to it over- 
long, it is nothing that we cannot 
adjust with a bit of patience and 
care, Begin then to remove the 
thumb from his mouth and sub- 
stitute a ring, a rattle or some 
other toy the child enjoys, Not 
the same one always. Change it 
so that he does not lose interest. 


AS THE CHILD GROWS older, 
toward his second year, play more 
with him; talk to him more; recite 
Mother Goose, the Fables, amuse 
him and share your day with him 
so that he feels himself secure in 
your affection and in your sup- 
port. That feeling of nearness to 
his family, of support from them, 
of affection and understanding, is 
necessary to his weaning. As you 
take away the comforting thumb, 
substitute the comfort of your 
love and presence, Few children 
weaned that way persist in the 
thumb sucking. 

Should one continue the habit, 
search the cause of his desire to 
cling to the protection of his in- 
fancy, the comfort of his mother’s 
care. Somewhere life is failing 
him, you may be sure. Find the 
cause and work toward its re- 
moval and be patient, Don’t bind 
the child's hands or arms. That 
only makes a bad matter worse. 
Don’t scold or punish him be- 
cause he needs to feel himself 
safe and secure, and scolding 
makes him feel quite the opposite 
and strengthens his feeling for the 
in that thumb.
